FORCED ThE PRESIDENT 


Wot Only Did Washington Dictate 
Bingham’s Removal, but Named 
Thompson as His Suc- 
cessor—Roosevelt Will 
Stand by Negroes.

Washington, November . 10.—(8Special.)— 
President Roosevelt today chopped off the 
officia] heasi of Julian Bingham, collector 
of internal revenue for Alabama. Bing- 
ham’s crime consisted in an honest en- 
deavor to “lIAly White’’ the republican 
party of Alabama in line with what he 
thought to be the desire of the president 
himself. Simply that and nothing more. 
Bingham is held responsible for the ac- 
tion of the republican state convention 
in ruling out the negro. 

That action followed similar action tak- 
en by the North Carolina republicans, 
whica was taken becevse Senator Pritch- 
ard, who had just been in conferencé 
with President Roosevelt at Oyster Bay, 
advised it. There wae no sriticisms of 
that North Carolina action. Bingham 
and his associates in the republican ma- 
chine of Alabama would not have fol- 
lowed on the same line had they not un- 
derstood it to be in accordance with 
Roosevelt's wishes. Now he pays the 
penalty of presidential change of mind, 
brought about apparently by Postmaster 
General Payne and James A. Clarkson, 
who are recognized as the two practical 
politicians of the administration. These 
men were influenced in their action by 
Booker Washington. 

Payne Makes Statement. 

Postmaster General Payne announced 
the decapitation of Bingham at the 
white house this morning. He made it 
clear that there is no refiection upon him 
for the conduct of his office.. Payne made 
this official statement: 

“The change in the office of collector 
of internal revenue for the district of 
Alabama in no wise refiects upon the in- 
tegrity or ability of Mr. Bingham, the in- 
cumbent of the office. It is one of those 
things which occasionally happens in poli- 
tics. The position taken. by the republic- 
ans of Alabama at their recent state con~ 
vention, as understood by the republicans 
of the north, is looked upon as a@ per- 
version of the fundamental prjnciples of 
the republican party, and Mr. Bingham 
is, in a measure, held responsible for that 
action; hence the change. 

“Neither the administration nor the re- 
publican party of the north will stand 
for the exclusion of any section of our 
people by reason of their race or Color, 
when in other respects such persons have 
complied with the laws and are eligible 
under the law to full and freé participa- 
tion in political action ahd are of a high 
standard of personal character. In other 
words, there are now a hundred cored 
men in Alabama who come up to the re- 
quirements of the recently adopted state 
constitution, and are eligible for partici- 
pation in political affairs, and the action 
of the republican state convention re- 
ferred to in arbitrarily excluding them is 
not approved—no more than such actior 
Would be approved if it were taken jn 
Ohio or Indiana.” 

Booker Washington as Director. 

Joseph A. Thompson, a brother of Con- 
gressman Thompson, has been appointed 


to fill the vacancy. 

The appointment is Booker Washing- 
ton’s third, and would seem to clinch the 
claims of his friends that he is the real 
dictator of Alabama republican 4ffaira, 
so far as this administration is concerned. 
Thompson is postmaster at Talladega. He 
Was strongly recommended for this new 
place by Washington. He has never beer 
active as a republican, though he claims 
to be one. His brother, the congressman, 
is one of the leading democrats of the 
state. Washington advised Thompson's 
appointment, just as he did those of 
Juage Jones and District Attorney Roul- 
hac. In fact, it is claimed by some of 
Binghain’s friends here that the president 
might have weakened upon his cevermine- 
tion to remove Bingham, owing to his 
food record, had it not been that iast 
week he promised Washingtun he would 
appoint Thompson. —

Civilization hag accom- 
plished wonders and the netives are fast 
recognizin~ the institutions of this gov- 
ernment and meeting them with a more 
friendly spirit.

At Least It So_ Appears from 
These Two Affidavits 


Sensational Statement Regarding 
Hargis-Cockrill Feud — Alleged 
Anarchy Exists in Breathitt

Lexington, Ky., November 10.—Two of 
the most sensational affidavits ever filed 
in a Kentucky court have just been 
placed on fecord at Jackson, Breathitt 
county. That county is the scene of the 
Hargis-Cockrilj] feud and within its bor- 
ders thirty men have been killed during 
the past year. A number were assassin- 
ated belonging to ‘one or tae other of 
the factions, while several men are ex- 
iled from the county because Of their 
fear of assassination. 

The affidavits are by Attorney J. B. 
Marcum and Moses Feltner, his client. 
accused of the killing of Jesse Fields, 
The purpose of the affidavits is to secure 
a continuance in the gage of Feltner. 

They follow on the heels Of sensation! 
statements contained in a letter written 
to Circuit Judge Redwine, of Breathitt, 
by Joan Patrick, an exile living In this 
city, in which he said ne knew who kflied 
James Cockrill, being an eye witness, but 
declines to return to Jackson to testify 
unless the governor will send a company 
of militia to protect him, alleging that a 
deputy sheriff attempted to assassinate 
faim and that persons who desire his 
death with kill him if he returng without 
the protection of troops. 

Plot To Kill Lawyer. 

In his affidavit Moses Feltner tells 'n 
detal} of alleged plots to kill Attorpey J. 
B. Marcum. ; 

In several instances he was to do the 
work, he says, and fearing to refuse, pre- 
tended to acquiesce, but warned Mar- 
cum each time so that the plans failed. 
He says ne fears to appear on the streets 
of Jackson; that such a state of lawless- 
ness exists that there is no protection to 
any citizen, especially to any who are 
not in sympathy with the county judge 
and the sheriff. He says he has been in- 


tadse Officers have made efforts to have 
him assassinated. 

As for Marcum, he. gays that in last 
May he was invited to Judge Hargis’ 
office, where he met John Smith and 
John Abner, friends of Sheriff Ed Calla- 
han and County ‘Judge Jamés Hargis. 


B. Marcum must be killed and he was 
the man to do it.

First Assistant Postmaster General 
Makes Many Recommendations. 
Washington, November 10.—The annual 
report of Robert J. Wynne, first assis- 
tant postmaster general, urges that in 
view of the success of the recommenda- 
tion for $12,665,800 in the estimates for 
that purpose is reasonuoie. The amount 
is an increase of a little more than 
$5,000,000 over the current fiscal year. 
To correct what the report considers 
the injustice of compelling. a postmaster 
to pay part of his salary for clerk hire, 


Mr. Wynne urges legislation author- 
izing the postoffice department to make 
allowances for clerk hire at third class 
postoffices when it is satisfactorily shown 


that the postmaster by devoting his time 
and attention to the office is unable to 
transact the postoffice business. 

The advisability of -erecting public 
buildings for the establishment of branch 
postoffices in cities is discussed and the 
plan is indorsed as economical to the 
government. The report says the estab- 
lishment and extension of the pnuematic 
tube service will make it necessary to 
secure permanent siteg for stations in 
the large cities. The report says an 
effort has beén made to equalize the 
salaries of clerks in first and second 
class RB gg epee by promotion of low 
salari but efficient clerks. 

In the “ce delivery service a plan is 
proposed whereby in the targer cities 
subcarriers shall receive at least $30 a 
month and in the smaller cities 8% a 
month. Subcarriers cannot now count on 
a fixed income.

high or low. 

Gibson’s body left here yesterday after- 
noon for his home in Cincinnati, accom- 
panied by the young widow, her sister, 
Miss Alice Wolfe, and their attorney, 
William A. Dickson. 

Before the body left here a search was 
made for the will and there was surprise 
when it could not be found. All the dead 
man’s effects were prepared for shipment 
and necessarily his trunks were gone 
through carefully, but the much sought 
for papers are still missing. 

At the time the will was drawn two 
copies were made. A carbon copy is in 
possession of the local attorney for the 
estate and this copy will be sent to Cin- 
cinnati in the hope that it will be ac- 


cepted without litigation. 

This discussion incident to the loss of 
the valuable paper has resulted in dis- 
closing the main provisions of the will 
about which there has been so0 much con- 
jecture. All the personal property of the 
deceased is left ‘to his mother,’ while 
all the real property goes to the new 
made wife. 

Gibson's marriage here a few days agg 
was a highly romantic affair. His first 
wife was burned to death inthe Hotel 
Windsor fire in New York and Mr. Gib- 
son never recovered from the shock of 
the tragedy. Mrs. Gibson, who was Miss 
Henriette Cecilia Wolfe, a wealt tr 
Jewess of Providence, R. LIL, and Mr. 
Gibson's first wife were great _friends, 
and the first wife is said to ve ex- 
pressed the wish that in the event of 
her death her husband should marry her 
Providence friené. This Mr. Gibson was 
willing to do and they became engaged 
more than a year ago and would have 
been married some time ago but fer Mr.: 
Gibson's failing health. As Mr. Gibson 
sat up in bed while the ceremony was 
being performed, it was with great diffi- 
culty that he uttered the words required 
of him in the marriage ceremony.

Gipal Ownership of Waterworks, 


Election Comes Off on December 4. 
Registration Books Close on 
Thursday—Less Than One 
Thousand Voters Are 
Registered. 


Oolumbus, Ga., November 10.—(Special.) 
For the third time in the history of tae 
city a campaign is being waged, having 
for its object municipal ownership of the 
waterworks. The election comes off De- 
cember 4. The registration books close 
next Thursday. To date less than 1,000 
voters have registered, but the registra- 
tion will probably be heavy tais week. 

As a result of an enthusiastic municipal 
mass meeting Friday night, at which the 
proposed $250,000 issue of bonds was hear- 
tily and practically unanimously’ en- 
dorsed, an executive committee has been 
appointed who will do all in their power 
to see that bonds carry. 

This committée held a meeting this af- 
ternoon- at waich the details of a vigor- 
ous campaign were mapped out. Senti- 
ment is more unanimously in favor of 
bonds now than at any previous bond 
election, and the chances now are that 
the desired two-thirds majority will be 
obtained. 

One of the speakers at Friday night's 
meeting, Alderman E. P. Dismukes. de- 
clared that if bonds should carry, the city 
could pay for the water works in thirty 
years, and that out of tae profits of the 
system in that time a system of sanitary 
Sewers could be built. 


PORT ROYAL FOR COAL DEPOT. 


Recommended by Admiral Bradford 
in Annual Report. 

Washington, November  10.—Govern- 
ment control of all wireless telegraph 
stations along the coasts of the United 
States is recommended by Rear Admiral 
Bradford, chief of the bureau of equip- 
ment, in his annual report, the conclud- 
ing portion of which was issued today. 
Admiral Bradford says it is proposed to 
establish wireless telegraph stations for 
the purpose of instructing officers and 
men at Newport, N. Y.; San Francisco 
and probably other naval stations. In 
order to ascertain the effect of heat, 
which is said to be injurious to the suc- 
cessful working of wireless apparatus, a 
station will be established at Key West, 
Fis. 

Admiral Bradford states that owing to 
the lack of naval coal depots the fleet 
barely escaped being left without coal 
as a result of the strike. He adds: 

“Should there be a general strike of 
bituminous coal mtners, or employees of 
railroads carrying coal to tide water or 
tn transportation lines generally the 
ships of the navy would at presént be 

helpless.” 


To overcome this danger it is recom- 
mended that large sto¢ks of coal be kept 
an hand at all times and placed at con- 
,, venient depots along the coasts. 

It is recommended that Port Royal, 58. 
C., which probably is to be abondoned 
for use as a naval station, be the site of 
@ naval coal depot. Its magnificent wa- 
ters and well defended harbors, in the 
Opinion of Admiral Bradford, offer su- 
perior facilities for the location of a coal 
» @epot to Charleston, 8. C.

Stranger Is Inducing Alabama 
Negroes To Go to fica 


Many Families Have Sold Their 
Negroes, However, Will Re- 


main, Trusting in Roose- 
velt’s Care. 


Decatur, Ala., November 10.—(Special.)— 
For several days past a negro has been 
in this locality advising negroes to leave 
Alabama and go to Liberia, Africa. Thus 
far he has succeeded in getting about 100 
families to promise to go with him. He is 
charging them a fee of $2, and some say 
he is a fraud. Several negro families 
have sold all their property here and 
turned the money over to this strange ne- 
gro, and they tntend to go to Liberia 
with him, 

Many negroes say they don’t care to 
live in Alabama any longer since many 
of them have been disfranchised by the 
new state convention, They say the dem- 
ocrats disfranchised them and that the 
ones qualifiad to vote under the new con- 
stitution have been kicked out of the re- 
publican party, with which they have 
always affiliated in past years, and since 
their political rights have been taken 
from them, they have decided to leave 
the United. States. 

Some negroes here say that, while the 
democrats and republicans have gone 
back on them and their race, yet Presi- 
dent Roosevelt is their friend, and that 
he has demonstrated this by appointing 
men to office in Alabama who were indors- 
ed by Booker T. Washington. 

Many negroes here glory over the fact 
that Roosevelt is president, because, 
they say, he is one of their kinsmen. 
How such a story came into the posses- 
sion of the negroé#d is not known, yet 
they believe it firmly, and say Roose- 
velt will stand by them on this account. 
They say the old saying, ‘‘The first shall 
be last and the last shall be first,’ has 
come: to. pass by Roosevelt's occupying 
the presidential chalr. 

No negroes voted in the, last election. 
The negroes say they wanted to show 
the “Lily Whites’ that the republicans 
couldn't win in Alabama without the ne- 
gro vote.

Howell's Eligibility 


Bill Introduced by Candler, of De- 
Kalb, To Create State Board and 
County Boards of Tax As- 
sessors—New Measures 
in the House. 


The house of representatives, by a vote 
of 107 to 4, yesterday passed the bill 
which makes aldermen and councilmen 
eligible to the office of mayor or other 
offices, provided they first resign, in 
cities of more than 80,000 inhabitants. 

The bill was passed by substitute which 
made it purely local in its application, af- 
fecting no other city in the state except 
Atlanta. As originally introduced by 
Messrs. Slaton, Houston and Blackburn. 
of Fulton, the bill provided for an amend- 
ment to section 739 of the state code, so 
as to make such councilmen and aler- 
men eligible to other offices provided 
they first resign, and without ifmiting 
the application to any particular city in 
the state. 

The ‘substitute as passed by the house 
provides that only in cities of less than 
20) and more than 80,000 inhabitants 
shall councilmen and aldermen be eligtble 
to the mayoralty or other office. when 
they first resign. Mr. Slaton explained 
that the bill was applicable only to At- 
lanta, and it was passed without dis- 
cussion. 

This is the measure that is designed to 
remove any doubt that may exist in cer- 
tain quarters as to the eligibility of Cap- 
tain Evan P. Howell as mayor of Atlanta, 
for which office he was recently nomi- 
rated. The Dill will, doubtless, reach the 
senate today. 

The house passed two other local bills. 
One was by Mr. Harden, of Chatham, 
providing for a minimum salary of $65 
per month to be paid to bailiffs and depu- 
ty sheriffs of superior and city courts in 
all cities of more than 50,000 and less than 
75,000 inhabitants. The population clause 
makes the bill purely local to Chatham 
county. The other local bill passed was 
by Mr. Franklin, of Washington, and 
provided for the incorporation of the Ten- 
nille school district in that county. 

To Raise the Tax Laws. 

Mr. Candler, of DeKalb, introduced an 
important measure in the house yester- 
day, and one which will evidently provoke 
interesting discussion when it gets far 
enovgh along. Mr. Candler’s bill pro- 
vides yor a revision of the tax laws of the 
state, the appointment of a state board 
of tax commissioners and the arpoint- 
ment of a board of tax assessors in each 
county in the state. 

It is provided that the state board shail 
eunsist of three members to be appointed 
by the governor and confirmed by the 
serate, each of whom shall received a 
salcry of $2,500 a year. The prifcipal duty 
of the state tax commissioners shall be 
to revise the returns of and assers for 
taxation the property of all railroad, teis- 
graph, telephone and express companies, 
such as are row returned to the comp- 
troller general and to assess for taxation 
all franchises of such public utility cor- 
porations. | 

A board of tax asse: ors, consisting of 
three members, is to be appointed for 
each county by the state board on 


‘recommendation of the grand jury. Mem- 


bers of such county boards are to revise 
returns of and assess for taxafion all 
real and personal property within their 
counties. 

Legislation similar to this has been pro- 
posed in former general assemblies, but 
for one reason and another mo final a-

During the month a total of 1,400 cases 
were docketed, 1,362 being for violations 
of city laws and 108 for violations of 
state laws. Of this number, 890 cases 
were made for dtsorderly conduct, 264 
for drunk and disorderly, 77 for idling 
and loitering,. and 3 for obstructing 
streets and sidewalks. Various other of- 
fenses are represented in the batch. One 
hundred and eight people were given 
sleeping accommodations. 

Mrs. Bohnefield, the police matron,came 
in for her share of work during the 
month. In that time she had under her 
care 55 female prisoners. The report fur- 
ther shows that stolen property to the 
amount of $871 was recovered and re- 
Stored to its owners. The bicycle call 
men who .do duty at the police station 
amswered 867 quick calls. The amount 
of fines imposed in the recorder’s court 
was $662 and the fines imposed in the 
state courts, in cases made by police- 
men, amounted to $300. The amount of 
sentences from the state oourts was 
eleven and two-thirds years. 

Chief Ball also compliments the men 
who were on duty at the fair grounds 
and those in the city for their work dur- 
ing the fair. 

A number of routine matters are to be 
considered by the board, but it ig not 
thought that any special business will be 
taken up.

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false representation and fraud, he hav- 
ing been convicted yesterday for steal- 
ing the taree diamond rings from Davis 
& Freeman, of, this city. 

Judge Roan’s speech to the prisoner 
before he passed sentence upon him 
touched every man in the court room, 
end was listened to interestingly by the 
large crowd, / 

After asking the prisoner if he had 
anytaing he wished to say, and a reply of 
“No’’ by Thomas, the judge said, ‘“‘You 
seem to be a young man gifted mentally, 
and I would be happy if I could feel that 
you were innocent of the charges that 
have been preferred against you. How 
gladly would I give ou back to your 6éid 
father, and let him take you to your 
‘Old Kentucky home,’ where you could 
again feel and know the tender touch of a 
boving motaer. , 

“IT feel sorry for your mother, I feel 
sorry for your father, I feel sorry for 
all your people, but I must have 
the proper feeling for society, and do 
that which my own sense of duty and the 
law prompts me to do. 

“All that could be done for you ‘nas 
been done by both the attorneys and your 
kinfolk. But you admitted yourself tak- 
ing the rings, and then afterwards 
blamed it on the woman, saying that she 
took the diamonds and then deserted 
you.” 

Reiterates Statement. 

At this point Thomas interrupted the 
judge and said, “Pardon me for inter- 
rupting you, judge, but I wish to say 
again taat the statement I made in re- 
gard to my wife is true.’’ : 

The judge did not comment on this 
statement, but continued, “It is possible 
for you to do better in the future, and 
wipe out the stain that now rests as a 
biot on your character. 

“I give you four years.’’ . 

During the time that the judge was 
speaking the prisoner seemed to be ner- 
vous and agitated, and stood leaning 
against the clerk’s desk in front Of the 
judge with a downcast expression on his 
face. He seemed even more worried af- 
ter Judge Roan had passed judgment, and 
walked back to the prisoner's room with 
a very dejected air. 

The jury in this, the first case against 
Dr. Thomas, was out only 40 minutes 
when a verdict of gulity was returned. 

When the case was first called Judge 
Robert L. Rodgers, ieading counse] for 
Thomas, asked a continuance on the 
ground that the. fataer of the defendant, 
Dr. John 8S. Thomas, and the associate 
counsel, Hon. D. P. Smith, of Cadiz, 
Ky., had only recently arrived, and had 
not yet found time for a conference.

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The Lesson of a Career. 

The pathos and profits of true 
friendship have never had any nobler 
demonstration than in the life and sad 
ending of the career of the lamented 
Senator Patrick J. Sullivan, to whom 
the general assembly paid tender 
tribute yesterday. 

Senator Sullivan was brought to 
this country from Ireland with his 
brother, while they were mere boys, 
orphaned and having but one rela- 
‘tive, their uncle, to lean upon. In 
Augusta they began the humblest of 
erdeavors to maintain themselves. 
The guardianship of the uncle was 
taken from them by death and yet to 
gether they struggled on. The broth- 
es married, moved to the far west and 
meanwhile fell on death. But aill 
along the years young Patrick Sulli- 
van held in his soul the somewhere 
inherited purpose to be a man among 
men. Neither poverty and adverse 
aspects of environing life deterre‘1 
him. Always affable, honest and in- 

- dustrious, he gathered all the educa- 
tion of books and men within his 
reach, studied law with diligence and 
entered at last upon the fitful sea of 
professional life.

Surety Company Turned Down. 

HE general judiciary committee of the

Walter Harrison, a Youth, De- 
clares He Was Choked 
and Robbed 


HAD CASHED A CHECK 
FOR THE SUM OF $250 


Was in a Dazed Condition When 
¥Found—Police Believe the Boy 
Took the Money—He Is 
Placed Under Arrest 
by Officers. 


Claiming that ne was choked by some 
unknown party, then chloroformed and 
robbed of $260, funds of the Atlanta 
Standard Telephone Company, Walter 
Harrison, 15 years of age, is held at the 
police station, suspected of being him- 
self the robber. 

The youth wag discoyered yesterday af- 
ternoon shortly after 1 o'clock in a toilet 
room at the Williamse house No, 3, on 
Marietta street, in an apparently dazed 
condition. After being revived, ne told 
his story of robbery. The matter was re- 
ported to Detectives walton and Camp- 
bell, and afteh an investigation they 
jocked the boy in the police station on 
suspicion. P 

Harrison has been employed at the tele- 
phone exchange and «ald various duties 
about the office. Yesterday morning he 
was given $148 in casa to deposit and a 
check for $20 to cash at the Third Na- 
tional bank. He deposited the cash and 
secured the $250, as directed. He then 
left the bank, which is in the Empire 
building, and walked to the Williams 
house, a few doors from tne bank. 

Ac¢ording to his story, this was about 
10 o’clock. He says he entered the toilet 
room and that instantly some one seized 
him about the throat and began choking 
him. He states that he was then caloro- 
formed, after which for some time he did 
ngat remember what occurred. A few 
minutes past 1 o’clock @ man entered the 
toilet room and found the youth leaning 
against the door, evidently in a stupor. 

The boy was taken out of the room and 
worked wita for several minutes, after 
which he revived. It ts said that he taun 
placed his hand in his pocket and ex- 
claimed: 

“T have been robbed.” 

The $250 was missin~ and the detectives 
have so far failed to find any trace of. it. 
They say tney have also failed to un- 
Carth any information that would tend 
to shed any light on the alleged robbery. 
The officers are of the opinion that the 
robbery story of the boy is a work of 
fiction and also that he knOws what be- 
came of tae missing money. It is stated 
that there were no marks or bruises on 
his throat or neck, as if he had been 
choked. 

On the floor of the toilet room was 
found a small bottle and a handkerchief. 
The officers state that the sandkerchief 
belongs to Harrison and that the bottle 
did not bear the odor of chloroform or of 
any other medicine or drug. The bottle 
was empty and was lying on the handker- 
chief. 

This is the story of robbery, a& related 
by Harrison: | 

“T went to tae Third National bank 
this morning with $148 in money and 4a 
check for $260. I deposited the money and 
cashed the check, as I had been directed 
to do. I then started dOwn Marietta 
street from the Emprie building and whea 
I reached the Winiams house,. decided 
toat I would visit the;tollet room, 

“I entered the building and going to 
the foom, Opened the door and went in 
Just as I did so, somebody grabbed me 
about the throat and choked me so that 
I could not scream. I then smelled 
chloroform and after that I don’t know 
what occurred, until I began fo come to, 
When I felt in my pocket, in waich the 
money nad been placed, it was not there, 

“T did not see the person who robbed 
me, and have no idea who it was. I did 
not notice any one foHowing me and did 
not see anybody enter the room before Il 
did.’’ 

The mother of “he youth visited the 
police station during the afternoon and 
conversed wita him. When the motier 
saw her young son hehind the bars, she 
broke down and wept and sobbed, render- 
ing the. scene intensely pathetic. To her 
the boy told the same story, itn detail, 
maintaining that he had been robbed and 
is innocent of theft. ; 

The case is one of tne most peculiar 
with which the police have had to deal in 
some time. Detectives Walton and 
Campbell will continue their investigation 
and hope to be able to unravel the mys- 
tery surrounding the affair.

CAUSE OF FEAR 


Appraisers for Postoffce Site 
May Not Finish in Time 


Bill Has Been Passed, but Limitation 
May Expire Before an Agree- 
ment Is Heached—Appraisers 
Are Expected To Meet 
Today. 


Is Atlanta going to have her new 
United States government building and 
when? , 

That’s the question that is agitating 
any number of Atlanta citizens just at 
this particular moment. While the bill for 
appropriating $170,000 is ali right and has 
been passed, the question is whether the 
rest of the condemned property can be 
purchased within the limitations previded 
for in the appropriation. There are those, 
and some of these while not wishing their 
names,to be used are in a position to 
know, are Of the opinion that the prop- 
erty owners will insist upon more than 
the $170,000. In this connection it will be 
remembered that Congressman Living- 
ston and his cohorts had a herd tim®d 
getting the bill through for this amount. 

One man who was prominently con- 
nected with the appropriation had tais to 
say: 

‘, am very sorry that there has been 80 
much delay concernfhg this very import- 
ant matter. Perhaps the property own- 
ers think that by standing out they will 
get a much larger price for their ground. 
I doubt this. I happen to know that 
there was the greatest kind of difficulty 


in securing the appropriation as it was 
and that those most interested were of 
the opinion that the largest sum possi- 
ble had been granted. While I know 
the property is valuable, I also know that 
the $170,000 ia more than two and one- 
half times the assessed value. 

“One great drawback that must result 
from al) this delay is the fact that a 
shorter time will be allowed for working 
the appropriation of $600,000 for the butid- 
ing through the lower branch of congress. 
This bill has already passed the senate, 
and while there are those wao think that 
it is not in cny way an adequate sum for 
the purpose, it is all right for a start 
and if we could get the thing through 
and start work it is not impossible that 
the swm might be enlarged later. But if 
the appraisers appointed by the govern- 
ment, the property owners and the third 
appraiser nominated by these two, do 
not get together and agree to sell the 
property within the $170,000 [I can see 
no other way than that the United States 
building for Atlanta will be indefinitely 
postponed. 

“Thig would be most unfortunate every 
way. In the first place I don’t believe 
that the property owners will gain any- 
thing in tae end and in the second place 
the indefinite postponement means a real 
detriment to the city. The most casual 
spectator must see that the present buiid- 
ing is crowded far and away beyond ite 
capacity. All kinds of alterations and 
temporary make-shkifts have had to be 
made to accommodate the tremendous in- 
crease of business that has been At- 
lanta’s share these last few years. 

“Just look at tae nostoffice alone. The 
increase in the mail matter alone has 
been nothing short of phenomenal as has 
been indisputably proved in the monthly 
statements which have been printed in 
The Constitution and editorially com- 
mented on. These figures prove that At- 
lanta has been doing more business than 
several of her sister cities combined and 
still the work*must be accomplished in 
the present cramped and congested quar- 
ters. And the trouble is that this busi- 
ness is steadily increasing and every bit 
of available space for accommodating 
the tremendous growth in the present 
puilding has been utilized. The appro- 
priation bill for the new building has al- 
ready passed the senate and if it is push- 
ed through now it won't have to go 
tarough the senate again. But if it doesn’t 
go through this session, there wilj be 
another congress that will nave to act 
on it and that means beginning all over 
again. I sincerely hope that for the 
good of all ocOncerned the apprais- 
ers will get together immediately and 
reach some agreement that will permit of 
speedy relief-for the present existing 
conditions in Atlanta.’’ 

Appraisers Meet Today. 

There will be a meeting of the apprais- 
ers today. Frank P. Rice was sworn\in 
yesterday and tnis leaves Hoke Smith 
and W. 8. Thompson as the only two net 
yet sworn in. George W. Parrot, one of 
the men selected, was compelled to de- 
cline on account of a pressure of busi- 
ness. His successor has not yet been 
chosen or at least not reported to the 
government officials. 

The appraisers are as follows: For the 
William Koch property, better known 
as the old Weinmeister hotel property, 
W. M. Scott for the government and For- 
rest Adair for the Owners. These tw» 
nominated George W. Parrott. For the 
Glenn property, George Hillyer for the 
government, Hoke Smith for the own- 
ers. These two nominated W. 8S. Thomp- 
son. For the Dickinson property, John C. 
Hendrix for the government, J. W. Blos- 
ser & Son nominated W. H. Patterson as 
to their lease hold interest, while Cc.

Head of 32,000 Troops, 


| Marches Into the City with His War- 
Worn Veterans Amid the Peal- 
ing of Bells and a Display 
of Fireworks—Revolu- 
tion Over. 


Caracas, November 10.—President Cas- 
tro made a triumphal official entr} into 
Caracas yesterday, at the head bf 32,000 
froops, amidst the ringing of bells and 
a display of fireworks. 

President Castro reached Los Tequas 
from LaVictoria Saturday without hav. 
ing encountered and revolutionists on 
the way there and left Los Tequas Sun- 
day for Caracas by train over the Ger. 
man railroad, the bridges along the line 
which had been destroyed by the revolu- 
tionists having been repaired. 

Not even the Caracas revolutionary 
committee can explain the cause of the 
split among the leaders of the movement 
or say what has become of about 10,000 
soldiers who were under arms as late as 
November 2. The government officials 
believes General Matos has gone in the 
jirection of Tucasacas, a seaport on the 
Caribbean sea, 25 miles from Puert> 
Cabello. | 
President Castro intends to reoccupy 
Corro, Barcelona, Crudad Boliver and 
Cumana immediately. On Saturday 
he sent 15,000 men under General Leo- 
pold Baptist, to attack Corro.

THEY REFUSED VACCINATION. 


Five Victims of the Smallpox at 
Charlotte, N. C. 

Charlotte, N. C., November 10.—(Spe- 
cial.)\—The smallpox epidemic, which has 
broken out afresh in Charlotte this fall, 
presents a rather serious aspect, Last 
week there were five deaths from the 
disease. Saturday night Alexander 
Springs, a son of the proprietor of the 
Arlington hotel, died and was buried at 
midnight. Tne other four deaths were n& 
groes. The victims all refused to be 
vaccinated. 

There are a number of cases at the 
pest house and several private residences 
are quarantined because of the disease. 
The health authorities have just awak- 
ened to the seriousness of the outlook and 
both tne health board and the board of 
aldermen had meetings tonight to adopt 
strenuous measures looking to the stamp- 
ing out of the disease. 

This year the disease is of a more 
malignant type and the authorities real- 
ize the necessity of energetic action.

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Southern Lines Deny Being 
Members of Giant Trust 


Illinois Central and Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific Roads 
File Answer at Washing- 
ton to Complaint of 
Kentucky. 


Washington, November 10.—The Ilt 
nois Central and the Cincinnati, New 
Orleans and Texas Pacific railroads, two 
of ‘the lines named as defendants in the 
complaint of the Kentucky state rail- 
road commission, charging merger of in- 
terests of all the roads in the southern 
territory, today filed answers with the 


inter-state commerce commission, mak- | 


ing a general denial of the allegations 
in the complaint. The answers specifi- 
cally deny that the defendant railway 
companies cover all the important rail- 
road points and constitute all the rail- 
road lines within the territory south of 
Baltimore, Louisville and the Ohio river 
to the gulf of Mexico and eastward from 
the Mississippi river to the Atlantic 
ocean. 

The answers formally deny that J. P. 
Morgan & Co., of New York, has be- 
come, In effect, the legal owner or con- 
trols the affairs of the railroads, owned, 
controlled or operated by the Iliinois 
Central, The Illnoig Central answer de- 
nies that Morgan & Co. have become 
trustees for the owners of the stock of 
the Illinois Central; denies that the sev- 
eral lines made defendants will practi- 
cally become one system operated, con- 
trolled and dominated by a few individ- 
uals, and recites: that-the Ilhnois Central 
is absolutely independent of its several 
co-defendants and is controlled alone by 
its own stockholders, without any out- 
side interference or domination. 

It denies that the Illinois Central has 
entered into any tontract, agreement or 
arrangement with any of.the other de- 
fendant. roads for consolidation, joint 
ownership, joint control or other schemes 
to prevent competition or in any way to 
pool the freights, and denies the exist- 
ence of anything whereby the company’s 
business or the operation or control of 
any of the roads it controls or operates 
‘can or will be brought under the domi- 
nation of any single individual.”’ 

The answer of the Texas Pacific says 
it has no knowledge as to whether the 
Morgan firm has become the legal owner 
of the property mentioned in the ¢com- 
plaint or has secured the gontrol, man- 
agement and operation of the affairs of 
the various lines: denies that the Dbusi- 
ness of the southern states mentioned 
will in any manner at all be dominated 
or controlled by a few individuals, and 
denies knowledge of all the charges in 
detail and demands proof of them or the 
dismissal of the complaint.

# Partial Rally Just Before the Cicse 
Left the Market 11 to 15 Points 
Lower—Stocks Closed at a 
Sharp Rally. 


New York, November 10.—The cotton 
market opened easy at unchanged prices 
to a decline of 9 points, and became very 
ective, while much unsettled. Most of 
the session the feeling was very weak. 
At the lowest point prices showed a loss 
of 13 to 19 points, but just before the 
close there was a partial rally, with the 
market finally steady at a net decliiue of 
ll to 16 points. The early weakness fol- 
lowed disappointing cables, the English 
market netting a decline of 2 points on 
spot prices and 3 to 4 points on the future 
list, ignoring our advance of 4 to 8 
points made Saturday. At the same time 
the market was unfavorably influenced 
by the demoralization in Wall s:reet. 
Many Wall street people were long of 
cotton and sold out to take care of their 
securities. Commission houses were also 
active sellers; in faci, the selling move- 
ment was quite general and largely 
southern. The southern spot markets 
were generaily easier. Four of the iead- 
ing points reported a decline of anywhere 
from 1-16 to SG-sc. The rest reported no 
change in prices, but generally an easier 
feeling. The iocal market fogs spot cot- 
ton ciosed quiet at 5 points decline. The 
spot markets have shown jess deciine than 
the future list. Total sales were esti- 
mated at 350,000 bales, 


Review of New Orleans Market. 


New Orleans, November 10.—In the spot 
cotton market offerings were large and 
the assortnfent excellent, so that no dif- 
ficulty Was experienced in securing de- 
sired styles, but factors found consider- 
able work cut out for them in moving 
their stocks, as the range of asking 
prices was well above the market and ma- 
terial concessions in favor of the pur- 
chasing element were necessary in order 
to close trades.

result of spreading a wave of doubt all 
over the country, so that the wires 
brought into ee houses a large 
accumulation of selling orders, td be 
thrown upon the market. Many commis- 
sion houses had also sent out notices 
to customers that they must widen their 
margins, or sell their holdings. * The 
bears were also active in raiding the 
market to uncover stop loss orders. The 
dissemination of a rumor of J. P. Mor- 
gan’s illness was traceable to the bear 
element, and was promptly denied and 
followed later by Mr. Morgan's appear- 
ance at his office. The troubles of one 
of the newer trust companies over its 
holdings of securities of one of the new- 
ly formed combines, which were venti- 
lated on Saturday, seemed to be taken 
quite seriously as an object lesson, al- 
though not regarded as important in 
themselves. The fact that it was found 
necessary in effect to underwrite an un- 
writing syndicate was regarded as a 
rather typical example. The refusal of 
foreign subscribers to pay their sub- 
scriptions to the syndicate was advanced 
as the cause of the condition. Nobody 
has any doubt that a large part of the 
enormous expansion of bank credits has 
gone towards the underwriting of new 
securities. With this large transfer of 
eredits into fixed capital has come the 
growing appreciation that there is a 
slow market for these new securities at 
home, while foreigners show no disposi- 
tion to take over the new securities, 
even where they have lent money to the 
syndicate promoting them. The issues of 
new bonds on the security of stock, 
both railroads and industrial, which have 
been purchased for control at very high 
4: pa runs into the hundreds of mil- 
ons, 

The Saturday episode is evidence that 
not all of the ventures have prospered. 
The fact that large loans have heen made 
on many of these new securities. while 
their prices have received artificial sup- 
port in the market, sometimes with the 
proceeds of these loans, is making a 
growing impression on public sentiment. 
The process which went on in today’s 
stock market goes to cure the evils in 
the situation. both in reducing the vol- 
ume of credits and by bringing the price 
level to a substantial basis. It is felt 
that the year-end demand for monev the 
world over must be vrepared foy It is 
evident that only sustained money rates 
in New York will prevent the heavy out- 
go of gold. Sterling exchange was some- 
what lower today, but was offset by a 
sharp drop in sterling at Paris. Monev 
here was also firmer. The subtreasury is 
again taking large sums from the banks. 

e most important development in the 
money situation was a rise to 10c premium 
of New York exchange at Chicago, indi- 
eating a turn in the tide of money from 
the interior. Prices at the low level this 
morning were generally from 2 to over 4 
points below last week's close. The late 
substantial recovery was helped by ru- 
mors that 2 settlement had been secured 
of the demands of the Chicago freight 
handlers,

AVERAGE YIELD OF CORN 
SHOWS DECIDED INCREASE 


Washington, November 10.—Tae prelim- 
inary estimate of the average yield per 
acre of corn, as published in the month- 
ly report of the statistician of the de- 
partment of agriculture, is 26.8 bushels, 
as compared with an average yield of 
16.7 bushels in 1901, 25.3 bushels in 1900 and 
1899 and a ten years average of 23.4 bush- 
els. 

The following table shows for all states 
faving 1,000,000 acres or upward in corn, 
the preliminary estimates of average 
yield per acre in bushels in 1902, with tne 
final estimate for 1901 and the mean Of tne 
averages of wie last ten years:

The general average as to quality is 
80.7 per cent as compared with 73.7 last 
year and 87.2 cent in 1899. . 
It is estimated that about 1.9 per cent 
of the corn crop of 1901 was still in the 
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hands of farmers on November 1, 1902, 
as compared with 4.5 per cent of the crop 
of 1900 in farmers’ hands on November l, 
1901, and 4.4 per cent of that of 1899 in 
hands November 1, 1900. 

The preliminary estimate of the yield 
per acre of potatoes is %.4 bushels 
agains$ an average yield per acre of 6.5 
bushels in 1901 and a tén-year average of 
75.9 bushels. Of the states having 100,000 
acres or upward in tatoes ail except 
New York and Michigan report a yield 
per acre considerably above their ten- 
year averages. The average as to quality 
is 9.4 per cent as compared with 73.4 per 
cent in November last. 

Of the eleven principal sweet potato 
producing states, six, including Georgia 
and South Carolina, report average yields 
per acre of sweet potatoes in excess of 
their ten-year average, and five, includ- 
ing North Carolina and Alabama, report 
yields below such averages. 

The preliminary. estimate of the av:§- 
age yield per acre of hay is 1.51 tons 
against an average yield of 1.28 tons in 
1901 and a ten-year average of 1.29 tons. 
The present yield is, with the exception 
of 1898, the highest ever reported by the 
department of ulture. The average 
as to quality is 8.7 per cent against 91.3 
per cent in November last. 

All of the ten principal tobacco states 
except Pennsylvania report average 
yields per acre of tobacco in excess of 
their ten-year averages.

London, November 1.—William C. Whit- 
yney and William Waldorf Astor were the 
opponents in a particularly lively bidding 
contest at Newmarket day before yester- 
day, about which, however, nothing 
seems to have become known.

Neither: of the two gentlemen chiefly 
interested appeared on the scene in per- 
son, but young Waldorf Astor was an in- 
terested spectator. Mr. Siever, the pro- 
priex r of Scepter, was much disappoint- 
el when he saw there was no prospect 
of his figure being reached, and it is 
pretty well understood that the fabulous 
price quoted would not have been -.put 
on were it not for the anxiety which 
both Astor and Whitney had been exhib- 
iting for some days past to secure the 
mare by private treaty.

ARE INDIGNANT 


Opposed to the Proposed Revo- 
ion inthe Convict System, 


Delegation of Operators Arrive at 
Montgomery To Confer with the 
Governor, Who Postponed 
the Conference Until 
Next Saturday. 


Montgomery, Ala., November 10.—(Spe- 
clal.)—A delegation of mine operators 
from Birmingham came down this morn- 
ing to see more about the proposed revo- 
lution in the convict system, under which 
all convicts will be either taken out of 
the mines or worked on state account. 
They are profoundly stirred by the pro- 
posed change. Bids for renewal of leases 
were to be-in today, and their first notice 
was in the morning papers on Sunday. 
They freely express indignation at the 
suddenness of the change, and say they 
have no idea of turning over any mine 
to the state to be worked under any such 
arrangement as proposed. 

They expressed doubt as to the gov- 

ernor adhering to his decision. The of- 
ficials, however, say they will go ahead, 
and seem indifferent as to what the opera- 
tors may do, as the state has plenty of 
coal jands from which it can mine coal 
for itself. The operators were toid to 
come back Saturday for a conference on 
the subject. 
Public opinion is disposed to criticize 
the change, because it means the cre- 
ation of so many additional state officials, 
or employees, in the shape of engineers, 
mine bosses, guards and the like. A 
large section of opinion, however, has al- 
ways opposed working convicts in the 
mines for profit, and this section of the 
public stands stoutly with the governor. 
The subject grows rapidly in interest 
and is the first real sensation of Governor 
Jelks’ administration.

New York. November ,10.—The transac- 
tions in stocks were materially in excess 
of 1,000,000 shares. The increased busi- 
ness, however, was mainlv derived from 
extensive liquidation. which for a time 
was more or less demoralizing on prices. 
The liquidation included extensive selling 
for foreign account. There was no news 
to stimilate the selling. but the study of 
the bank statement over Sunday and the 
inabilitv of over-extended speculation to 
respond to calls for margin or to take up 
bank loans resulted in an outpouring of 
stock from the opening. A small rally 
after the first half hour was followed by 
a fresh plunge to the lowest prices. the 
severest losses, extending to about 2 to 3 
per cent. were suffered by St. Paul, At- 
chison, Reading. Louisville and Nashville, 
Southern Railway. Delaware and Hudsou, 
Missouri Pacific, Union Pacific, Soo. Can- 
adian Pacific and some others.
